On the n ation al scen e, it appear­ 
ed that the fin al d eath toll would 
be less than pred icted by the U.S. 
Safety Coun cil. It forecast a traf­ 
fic d eath total of 530 lives. 
But as of n oon tod ay, the toll 
was 48* lives. In ad d ition there 
were 42 fatal fires an d 72 person s 
killed in miscellan eous accid en ts. 
This ad d s up to a gran d total of 
602 lives lost in accid en ts.

sm aller than the total for several 
sin gle d ays aroun d Christmas in 
recen t years.

So. on 
av erag e, citizens were a little less 
well off than before when it came 
to spending their big g er Intake.

The drug industry is not a rack ­ 
et. Those who manage its vari­ 
ous firm s are not rack eteers. The 
worst that 
can 
be 
said 
about 
them is that they have handled 
their public relations stupidly and 
have failed to made adequate ex­ 
planation of their sy stem of pric­ 
ing. 
May be they charge too much, 
but if they sa\e life, the price is 
meaningless. 
If, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, they can charge less and 
still run a 
profitable business, 
then they ought to charge loss. 
Two principal factors enter in­ 
to the operation of this business: 
1. Research: This is a costly 
operation because most of the ex­ 
pense is wasted. When a group 
of scientists set out on a project, 
it is impossible to extimate what 
the cost will be or to guess what 
they 
will 
eventually 
come 
up 
with. If the answers were k nown 
in advance, it would not be nec­ 
essary to do the research. 
Many projects fail after y ears 
of effort. For instance, many re­ 
search laboratories, private and 
public, are seek ing the cause of 
and cure for the common cold 
and none has come up with th« 
answer. 
What 
the 
durg 
companies 
should have told the public and 
the Kefauver Committee was that 
they are private companies en­ 
gaged in doing business for a pro­ 
fit, that is so happens tha* one of 
their most difficult and expensive 
operations is research to discov­ 
er new remedies and to improve 
exisiting ones, and that they must 
arrange their costs accordingly . 
No one can deny that the phar­ 
maceutical industry has aided in 
the comquest of death, or to put 
it more moderately , the prolong 
ation of life. Such diseases as 
pneumonia, influenza, tuberculo­ 
sis, gastritis, diphtheria, bronch- 
<„ 
itis are no longer as damaging as 
they were half a century age. The 
sulpha 
drugs, 
antibiotics, 
and 
other 
so-called 
miracle 
drugs 
have done much to prolong and 
to save life.

while frequent bathing with soap 
and water is recommended for just 
about every one as a general rule, 
i 
dry sk in may call for a different 
appraoch to cleansing 
Oil deficiency in the sk in can be 
the result of a variety of causes. 
Aging may do it; so may allergies 
such as atopic eczema and neur- 
odermatistis. 
Psoriasis, 
diabetes, 
s e b or r h e a 
and xeroderma can 
cause dry sk in, too. 
But for some individuals, the loss 
of oil can be traced to the use of 
soap and water 
detergents and 
water. The sk in’s natural lubricants 
simply are washed away by soap 
and water. 
Soap, y ou see, is a combination 
of oils, fats and 
a l k a l i . It must 
dissolve in water before it can lath­ 
er. When it does dissolve, it re ­ 
verts partly back to the original 
form of fat and alk ali. 
Cold cream soaps or superfatted 
soaps contain an extra amount of 
fat intended to overcome the ten­ 
dency to dry the sk in. However, 
most of these also contain a certain 
amount of alk ali which is released 
when the soap is used. 
A very dry sk in may not be able 
to tolerate any soaps at all for a 
while. In such cases, it might be 
best to avoid all soap and water 
and use cold cream for cleansing 
purposes, or soap substitutes might 
he permissible. 
Most of 
these 
substitutes 
are 
chemical compounds which have 
no alk aline action. They lather well 
and clean effectively . 
However, y ou must rem em ber 
that they are powerful detergents 
and for some persons they may 


cause sk in trouble just as readily 
as soap does. 
Perhaps the addition of a wator- 
dispersible ty pe of bath oil to the 
w ater y ou use will prevent the sk in 
from becoming overly dry . Some 
doctors report that washing the 
face with hath oil and w ater—no 
soap—helped restore natural sk in 
oil in even as dry a condition as 
atopic ecxema

Answer: A sun lamp is more lik e­ 
ly to increase than decrease the 
problem. 
Attention to diet—avoiding spic

(AP) — Birthdays 
truly make your heart glow. 
The older you get, the more 
your heart will actually shine or 
fluoresce if exposed to ultrav iolet 
or black light. 
It shines more because more 
“ age 
pigment” 
accumulate! 
tn 
liv ing ceils of the heart. This pig­ 
ment is a strange and perhaps 
v ery significant fact in the puzzle 
of why and how we grow old and 
die. 
The pigment shines with a kind 
of orange light when the heart is 
inspected with ultrav iolet light. 
The age pigment concentrating 
in human hearts, nerv es, brains 
and muscles is being inv estigated 
for clues to aging. 
The story is told in an exhibit 
today to the American Assn. for 
the Adv ancement of Science. 
Children up to about age 10 ap­ 
parently hav e none of the age pig­ 
ments in their hearts, autopsy 
studies show. 
But the 
amount increases in 
proportion to age thereafter, sci­ 
entists of the gerontology branch, 
National Heart Institute, and Balt­ 
imore city hospitals find. 
In persons of adv anced age. per­ 
haps 20 per cent of the heart is 
made up of the age pigment, 
which is relativ ely inactiv e and 
seemingly useless. 
But it is replacing some of the 
contractile 'tissue 
of the 
heart 
cells. A big question is whether 
this is connected with the higher 
deaths rates that come w’ith age. 
Where the pigment comes from 
and why are also still unknown. 
It doesn’t seem to he correlated 
with heart failure, or any parti­ 
cular disease.

Holiday Traffic 


Toll Is Behind 


Early Forecast 


Both Ohio, National 
Totals To Be Below 
Expert Predictions 


Bv THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Ohio motorists had a pleasant 
Christmastide surprise for safety 
officials the 78-hour holiday week­ 
end just past. 
Reported 
traffic fatalities ran 
much lower than the rate indi­ 
cated to keep pace with predictions 
for the combined Christmas and j 
New Y ear’s weekend total. New 
Y ea r’s weekend drivers will have 
to go on quite an accident binge 
to push the total up to the 55 
deaths forecast for the two week­ 
ends by the Highway Safety De­ 
partm ent. 
On the national scene, it appear­ 
ed that the final death toll would 
be less than predicted by the U.S. 
Safety Council. It forecast a traf­ 
fic death total of 530 lives. 
But as of noon today, the toll 
was 488 lives. In addition there 
were 42 fatal fires and 72 persons 
killed in miscellaneous accidents. 
This adds up to a grand total of 
602 lives lost in accidents. 
The Ohio traffic death toll from 6 
p.m. 
Thursday, 
Christmas 
Eve, 
through 
midnight 
Sunday 
was 
sm aller than the total for several 
single days around Christmas in 
recent years. It didn’Jt even reach 
the amount recorded the previous 
weekend, a “ norm al” period of 
only 54 hours. 
Regardless of all this, the stat­ 
istics are of no consolation to sur­ 
vivors of the 17 who did perish on 
the state’s highways, byways and 
streets the past weekend. 
Along with them died four per­ 
sons in fires and seven in mis­ 
cellaneous accidents for an Ohio 
weekend fatality count of 28 in 
The Associated Press survey.

Hard Role with 
Insurance, Too 


How M any Necessities 
W ill It Provide in 
Unknown Future?

NEW YORK (A P)—Inflation is 
the bogey man of every one hold­ 
ing 
fixed-dollar 
life 
insurance. 
How much of the necessities of 
life will its dollar value purchase 
when called upon? 
It s also a worrisome thing to 
those 
who 
sell 
life 
insurance. 
Their prospects ask: Should I put 
my savings into other forms of 
investment which might roll with 
inflation’s punches and thus pre­ 
serve 
their 
purchasing 
power? 
And the competition for these sav­ 
ings is great today. 
Life insurance companies and 
the 
Institute 
of Life 
Insurance 
have given top priority to the fight 
to ward off further trimming of 
the dollar s value. That this de­ 
cline. now called creeping infla­ 
tion, has been going on in recent 
months is shown in the cost-of- 
• living index. 
The 
dollar s 
weakeness 
more 
than offset the climb in average 
per capita income in 1958, says 
the Commerce Department. So, on 
average, citizens were a little less 
well off than before wdien it came 
to spending their bigger Intake. 
Even worse off were those liv 
tog on their pensions or their hus­ 
band’s insurance, whose dollar in­ 
income 
didn’t 
climb 
with 
the 
average. 
Thus life insurance companies 
find them selves competing with 
mutual funds and common stocks 
and 
real 
estate, 
all 
touted 
as 
hedges against inflation, and w’ith 
the em ergence in their ow-n ranks 
of variable annuities — insurance 
backed by reserves invested in 
stocks 
and 
offering 
payments 
based on returns from stocks. 
Few question the worth of the 
Institute’s fight to keep the dollar 
strong. But one life insurance of 
ficial takes up the cudgels for the 
permanent value of life insurance 
Charles 
IL 
Schaff, 
executive 
vice president of M assachusetts 
Mutual Life, suspects a lot of time 
may be wasted in guessing how 
the dollar will rank in the future. 
Ile jibes at insurance's competi­ 
tors this way: 
“Whether you 
buy 
stocks or 
bonds or mutual funds, or put your 
dollar in a savings account, or 
bide it under a mattress, the dol­ 
lar may be wrorth 50 cents or 75 
cents or IOO cents or 200 centavo 
years from now " 
Sellers of mutual funds or real 
estate w'on’t buy this argument 
for a minute. But Schaff contends 
that the belief in hedging with 
stocks is basgd on a shaky prem­ 
ise. 
He 
says there

many periods when stock values 
fell while the cost of living rose. 
He also argues that stocks can’t 
hedge 
against depression,

ever they may fare in periods of 
inflation.

Drug Research Is Vital 


Senator Estes Kefauver has a 
way of making everything that 
comes betore him look like a rac­ 
ket. He established himself as the 
senator who mvestigaes rackets. 
The drug industry is not a rack­ 
et. Those who manage its vari­ 
ous firms are not racketeers. The 
worst that can be said about 
them is that they have handled 
their public relations stupidly and 
have failed to made adequate ex­ 
planation of their system of pric­ 
ing. 
Maybe they charge too much, 
but if they save life, the price is 
meaningless. 
If, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, they can charge less and 
still run a profitable business, 
then they ought to charge loss. 
Two principal factors enter in­ 
to the operation of this business: 
I 
Research: This is a costly 
operation because most of the ex­ 
pense is wasted. W'hen a group 
of scientists set out on a project. 
it is impossible to extimate what 
the cost will be or to guess what 
they 
will eventually come 
up 
with. lf the answers were known 
in advance, it would not be nec­ 
essary to do the research. 
Many projects fail after years 
of effort. For instance, many re­ 
search laboratories, private and 
public, are seeking the cause of 
and cure for the common cold 
and none has come up with th* 
answer. 
What 
the 
durg 
companies 
should ha\e told the public and 
the Kefauver Committee was that 
they are private companies en­ 
gaged in doing business for a pro­ 
fit, that is so happens that one of 
their most difficult and expensive 
operations is research to discov­ 
er new remedies and to improve 
exciting ones. and that they must 
arrange their costs accordingly. 
No one can deny that the phar­ 
maceutical industry has aided in 
the comquest of death, or to put 
it more moderately, the prolong 
ation of life. Such diseases as 
pneumonia, influenza, tuberculo­ 
sis, gastritis, diphtheria, bronch­ 
itis are no longer as damaging a* 
they were half a century age. The 
sulpha 
drugs, 
antibiotics, 
and 
other 
so-called 
miracle 
drugs 
have done much to prolong and 
to save life. 
I am sure that I owe my pre 
sent favorable health to an anti­ 
coagulant. 


So do 
President 
Eisenhower 
and others who had no alternat­ 
ive but an inactive life because 
of a heart deficiency, lf the drug 
industry had adopted a sound pol­ 
icy of public relations, it would 
have asked the newspapers to 
publish the long list of life-saving 
and pain-easing drugs which it 
has succeeded in discovering by 
research. Naturally, all this costs 
money and must be charged to 
the comsumer. 
2. The cost of promotion and 
advertising is one of judgment. 
Without any promotion or advert­ 
ising, the drug’s existence might 
not even be known. It is a task to 
inform the thousands of physici­ 
ans and druggists of the existence 
of a drug, its nature and com­ 
position, how to prescribe it and 
what are its by-effects. These 
circulars, samples and advertise­ 
ments cost money and the money 
must be charged to the cost of 
doing business. However the cost 
accountants work it out, Hie mon­ 
ey must come from 
sales 
for 
the very simple reason that it 
can come from nowhere else. 
Senator Kefauver might work 
out a scheme that abolisher re 
search so that the drug business 
becomes static 
It would make 
and .sell only what it now has. It 
would improve nothing; invent 
nothing; discover nothing. Drugs 
would certainly be much cheaper 
under such circumstances. There 
would also be no imcrease in the 
longevity of the human race. 
Or. perhaps Senator Kefauver 
would prefer that all research be 
done by government employes, 
chemists, 
physicists, 
physicians 
and such, under civil service at 
low salaries. Or maybe only the 
foundations would be permitted 
to do research. 
The fact of the matter is that 
life is so presicous that when one 
is sick and there is a drug that 
would benefit him. he would beg, 
borrow or steal to get the drug. 
no matter what it costs

This is dry skin weather. And 
while frequent bathing with soap 
and water is recommended for just 
about everyone as a general rule, 
dry skin may call for a different 
appraoch to cleansing. 
Oil deficiency in the skin can be 
the result of a variety of causes. 
Aging may do it; so may allergies 
such as atopic eczema and neur- 
odermatistis. 
Psoriasis, diabetes, 
s e b o r r h e a and xeroderma can 
cause dry skin, too. 
But for some individuals, the loss 
of oil can be traced to the use of 
soap and water detergents and 
water. The skin’s natural lubricants 
simply are washed away by soap 
and water. 
Soap, you see, is a combination 
of oils, fats and a l k a l i . It must 
dissolve in water before it can lath­ 
er. When it does dissolve, it re­ 
verts partly back to the original 
form of fat and alkali. 
Cold cream soaps or superfatted 
soaps contain an extra amount of 
fat intended to overcome the ten­ 
dency to dry the skin. However, 
most of these also contain a certain 
amount of alkali which is released 
when the soap is used. 
A very dry skin may not be able 
to tolerate any soaps at all for a 
while. In such cases, it might be 
best to avoid all soap and water 
and use cold cream for cleansing 
purposes, or soap substitutes might 
he permissible. 
Most of these 
substitutes 
are 
chemical compounds which have 
no alkaline action. They lather well 
and clean effectively . 
However, you must remember 
that they are powerful detergents 
and for some persons they may

Glows as Age 


Is Increased 


CHICAGO

truly make your heart glow. 
The older you get, the more 


your heart will actually shine or 
fluoresce if exposed to ultraviolet 
or black light. 
It shines more because more 


“ age 
pigment” 
accumulates 
in 


living cells of the heart. This pig­ 
ment is a strange and perhaps 
very significant fact in the puzzle 
of why and how we grow old and 
die. 
The pigment shines with a kind 


of orange light when the heart is 
inspected with ultraviolet light. 
The age pigment concentrating 


in human hearts, nerves, brains 
and muscles is being investigated 
for clues to aging. 
The story is told in an exhibit 


today to the American Assn. for 
the Advancement of Science. 
Children up to about age IO ap­ 
parently have none of the age pig­ 
ments in their hearts, autopsy 
studies show. 
But 
the amount increases in 


proportion to age thereafter, sci­ 
entists of the gerontology branch, 
National Heart Institute, and Balt­ 
imore city hospitals find. 
In persons of advanced age, per­ 
haps 20 per cent of the heart is 
made up of the age pigment, 
which is relatively inactive and 
seemingly useless. 
But it is replacing some of the 


contractile 'tissue 
of the 
heart 


cells. A big question is whether 
this is connected with the higher 
deaths rates that come with age. 
Where the pigment comes from 


and why are also still unknown. 
It doesn’t seem to be correlated 
with heart failure, or any parti­ 
cular disease.
